THE OBLIGATION NOT TO CHEAT

\\ hal is cheating'? Acconling t<> the dictionary, the 
word - del ha ,1 as “tile action or an ai t of cheating, de¬ 
ceiving; deception or fraud; to deprive of something val¬ 
uable lc, lie of deceit ; to swindle." 

W e see b\ this definition that there nia> he manv ways 
to cheat . 1 am going to deal primarily with cheating in col¬ 
lege and l’iie obligation not to cheat." 

Win do students cheat? Can we excuse ourselves by 
merely saying this is a human weakness? I believe the 
following are some outstanding reasons for cheating: 

First : "Shortsightedness" or the apparent lack of un¬ 
derstanding of the far-reaching effect this will have on our 
individual lives in later years. 

Second: "The degree is the objective." "The courses 
themselves or the knowledge to be gained is not important 
-—my degree will assure me the job I desire." 

Third: “To put me over on the professor's idea." This 
is sometimes practiced to the extent that there is more 
effort put into device and designed for cheating than would 
be required in the preparation of assignments. For exam¬ 
ple, 1 read a few years ago where a device sucli as the 
following was discovered in use by students at Texas A & 
M, one of our nation’s leading colleges. Some bright indi¬ 
vidual had thought of removing the inside of a wrist watch, 
with the exception of the winder stem, and replacing it 
with examination notes foiled in film fashion about the 
winder stem. By merely flipping the winder stem, as if 
to wind his watch, any note could be brought into view. 
It would lie interesting to know what this individual could 
have accomplished had he applied himself in a more con¬ 
structive way. 

Fourth: “Poor preparation." In desperation to avoid 
failing an examination students will often cheat on exami- 
nal ions. 

Last of all :"The desire to make the honor roll.” I 
know of one professor who said this is very often an in¬ 
centive la-hind cheating. 

And now ,the obligation not to cheat—first, we hurt 
ourselves. We get the degree but fail on the job: with this 
goes personal embarrassment and reflection on the institu¬ 
tion from which we have graduated. 

Second, we hurt or could hurt those that are near and 
dear to us. Look at the West Point scandal of a few years 
ago that hit the front pages of our newspapers. A prom¬ 
ising football team ruined because the players were caught 
“cribbing" as it w as termed. As \ou may remember. < each 
Karl Walk's son. a prospective All-American quarterback, 
was among those dismissed from the Academy. Surely 
this must have hurt this great coach deeply. 

Last and most important, when graduation day for each 
of us finally arrives -to be alee to step torward with a 
clear conscience and receive our degree, t" look the world 
squarely in the face and say. "I earned this honestly. 1 
believe this sal is! act ion alone w.ll justify " ! he obligation
